NOW TO BRING SUIT 
AGAINST RAILROADS 
T he following general order from 


the Director General of the railroads 


of the United States, relative to the 


filing of legal actions against railroads 


is self explanatory: 


General Order No. 18. 
"W hereas the Aet of Congress ap­ 
proved March 21, 1918, e n title d :* An 
Act to Provide for the O peration of 
T ransportation System s While U nder 
Federal Control, provides (Section IO) 
T hat carriers while under F ederal 
control shall be subject to all laws 
and 
liabilities as comm on carriers, 
w hether arising under State o r Fed- 
eral laws or at common law. except in 
so far as m ay be inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act or with any 
order of the President. 
But no pro­ 
cess, m esne o r final, shall be levied 
against any property under such Fed­

ly prejudicial to tile ju s t interests of
